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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The reply filed on 12/02/04 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

2. The proposed reply filed 12/02/04 has not been entered because it is unsigned. 
The last page of both the new substitute specification and new claims must be signed. 

Substitute Specification Filed 12/02/04 is Non-Compliant 

3. The substitute specification filed 12/02/04 has not been entered because it does 
not conform to 37 CFR 1.125(b) and (c) because: 

(1 ) A statement as to a lack of new matter under 37 CFR 1 .125(b) is missing. A 
statement that the substitute specification contains no new matter must be supplied. 

(2) An accompanying clean version (without underlining, without strike-through 
lines crossing out deleted words) of the substitute specification must be supplied. 

(3) The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is typed on two 
sheets. An abstract typed only on a single (one) sheet must be supplied. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 

Claims Filed 12/02/04 Is Non-Compliant 

4. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number 
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next following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether 
entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 1-15 must been renumbered 3-17, respectively. 

A "REMARKS " Section Is Required 

5. Applicant should submit an argument under the heading " REMARKS " pointing 
out disagreements with the examiner's contentions. Applicant must also discuss the 
references (e.g. the Shen et al. patent 4,659,087, the "Bacc-Jack" game, and the 
Nguyen et al. patent 5,628,514) applied against the claims, explaining how the claims 
avoid the references or distinguish from them.
